WHISKEY AND A PISTOL CAUSE 
DOUBLE TRAGEDY ON 
BEAVER.

WHITEdBURG AND DIXIE WAY. 



Louisville good ruads advocates re- 
ceived news ycHterd'iy uf th*! launco- 
iiig of a pro'oct .in the part tl Breath- 
itt county enthusiasts for a liighway 
lo connect Whitesburg, In Lotcher 
county, with Richmund and the Dixie 
Highway, und desiKiie<l ultimately I) 
supply an artery uf travol through the 
mountains to Virginia and the J-^nst. 
The road may be known as the Moun- 
tain Highway. 

At a meeting hold ill Jaokann dur- 
ing the week Hubert E. Woo li, of Lou- 
isville, director eeneral of the Ken- 
tticfcy Good Roads Association, assist- 
ed in the formal launching of the pra- 
Ject and the organiza'bjn of Ihe 
Breathitt County c.ood R>ail« Aaac- 
datlon. In add lioii lo the formation 
of a temporary organization tu super- 
vise the conatruction of tbo proposed 
highway In the counties through which 
it will paaa. Mr. Woods discussed with 
the Jacksun promoters the matter o'. 
road funds and found that iiiost of tie) 
interestfd counties had taken advant 
age of the State-aid road law, by 
which the St|tt« provldeg a ^um equiv 
uleni to that Toted In bonds br tbe 
cuuntlea. 

It I. proposed to buil^ the highway 
from Whitesburg throiigh Letcher, 
Perry. Breathitt, Lee and Estill coun- 
ties to Richmond, whore the connec- 
tion with the Dixie Highway will be 
made. From Jackson. It Is planned to 
project an arm a distance of ninety 
milea to Mt. Sterling, where tho Jack 
son Highway may be Joined If that 
road Is routed through that place.Sev- 
eral smaller arms are proposed from 
the main line between Whitesburg and 
Richmond. One la planned to' run' to 
Htndman, In Knott county, from Haa- 
ard, in I'erry county, and another from 
Hazard to Hyden, In Leslie county, 
titlll another is proposed to run from 
Jackson to BoonevIIle, In Owsley-co 
The road would be about 150 miles in 
leiiKth from Whitesburg to Richmond 
and ninety miles from Jackson to Mt 
Sterling. Kach of the other arms would 
be about twenty miles long. From 
Whitesburg, It Is planned ultimately 
tu have an extension Into Virginia, 
providing for future travel to and 
from the East through the picturesque 
mountain section. 

At the Jackw>n meeting. Cuuniy 
Judge J. O. Crawford was made chair- 
man of the Breathitt organization, and 
Malcolm H. HalUday. of .Inckson, was 
elected secretary. An i:ncuiive Com- 
mittee was appointed to consist of G 
W. Sewell, J. L. McCoy, W. P. Hogg 
Judge Crawford, Mr. Halliday and 
Waller Kemp. Representatives were 
appointed to represent the other In- 
terested counties In the temporary cen 
eral orKanlz.ition . A ^reneral ineeiini; 
to which will be invited delegates from 
all the counties, has been called to 
take place In Jackson next. Saturday, 
when steps will be taken to bring the 
matter into definite shape.

TAYLOR COLEMAN 
CONTEST CASE SETTLED. 

The contest proceeding innlituted 
by W. B. Taylor against U. K. Cole- 
man to aacertain who waa really nom- 
inated for Circuit Clerk of Plke-oo., 
went to trial before siiecial Judge C. 
l". .Mandiall of Sin ll.y vllle last .Mon- 
day morning. After an Investigation 
revealing a Wide extent of corruption 
in the August prlnmry the cise was 
siispende«l Wednesday leaving Taylor 
In possession of the noininailon. 

From the returns after the prlnmry 
till, elrctlon commissioners at Plke- 
vllle awarded the certificate of nom- 
ination to Coleman, It api>earing that 
he had won the nomination by a ma- 
jority of about 110 votes, .Mr. Taylor 
Hied contest proceedings alleging fraud 
and general election irregularlties,and 
on these lasuee the caae went to trial. 
Long llsta of wltneaaes were lubpoan- 
acd on both sides, and ballot boxes 
from a number of precincts were 
brought into court for examination and 
recount. In must qj, tbeae predncta It 
was found that tht count of ballots by 
the election offlcera as Indicated by the 
tally sheets were widely at variance 
with the count aa correctly made by 
th» court and attorneya for both sides. 
The recount materially added to the 
number of votee received by Taylor. In 
some precincts It was found that pen- 
cil marks had been made on the t>al- 
lots, presumably for the guidance of 
the voter.- 

Old Nawepapers Replaoa Ballots. 

On examining the ballot box from 
Coeburn fork i.reciiiit It was found 
that no ballots had been returned, as 
the law requires, but that, old newa- 
papers had been stuffed Into the enve- 
lope provided for the ballots, and not 
a single ballot waa found In the box. 
The seal on the envelope had been 
liroken, giving the ajipcarance of hav- 
ing been tampered with. In Lower Klk- 
horn precinct 78 ballots had been tak- 
en from the ballot box for which no 
stubs had been made, and the work 
of the election olIlcerH was found to 
have been c-jrrecl in only a very few 
precincts. 

Msrrowbone For Colemsn. 

The polling of votes In .Marrowlmne 
precinct No. 3 was found to have been 
correct and ri'giilar as the law requir- 
es. Out of 170 Republican votes caat, 
only one ballot was found to have been 
cast for Mr. Taylor. Cobnian carried 
all the rest. In Nortli Plkevllle pre- 
cinct .No M'l si'veral perMoiis did not 
vote for either of the caiididatea, and 
some ballots cast In the race were 
found to have been pencil-marked for 
Taylor. In Long Fork precinct the 
court found that i rror had been made 
In the count, which gave Coleman ten 
votes cast for Taylor, 

All these queatloned ballots, tally 
■heels, etc., were made part of the 
trial record for purposes of appMil;but 
on WedneHday the case was halted on 
motion pending settlement, and Mr. 
Coleman decided to give up tht flcht.
